Washington, Aug. IV— The departure ol 
the president and his cabinet tor the sum- 
mer brings the first chapter of the adminis- 
tration to a close. When they get tuvk it 
will be autumn, and the approaching session 
of congress will give a new olff M oa > 
affairs. In the five months now ended the 
administration has become familiar with, 
and, on the whole, is liked in Washington, 
chiefly blot— it lets the clerks akue. 
President Cleveland has made a deep im- 
pression as a plain-spoken, plain-donling, ob- 
stinate man. He has stamped his personality 
more clearly on the cabinet than my presi- 
dent since Grant This is shown, among 
other things, in the symmetry of department 
changes. It is evident that one system, and 
that directed by the president, underlies 
them. 

This is a silent administration. It is care- 
ful and sparing of Bpeech, differing in this 
respect from its Republican predecessors. 
This is particularly noticeable, in its attitude 
toward the newspapers. The president is 
not a ready talker, and he and b .s cabinet 
are disposed to weigh their worJs. As be- 
tween Arthur and Cleveland it might be 
hard to choose, as far ai courtesy goes. It 
is a matter of etiquette that the president is 
never interviewed. Still, scarcely a day 
passes when some newspaper writer does not 
aee him and to them he express his views.
